EHE Metaphor, in which this Exhortation to Charity is 
convey'd, hath been generally ſo explained, as to 
contain a Motive, by no means well calculated, either 
do direct the Reaſon, or to influence the Tempers of 
Mankind. Caft thy Bread upon the Waters, — That is, as ſome 
fay, ſcatter abroad thy Bounty without Choice or Piſtinction: 
Beſtow it on Objects the leaſt fitted by Nature to receive it, 
without any Deſire, or Expectation of Return: Give up every 


View, every Thought, with regard to the preſent World, look- 
ing only for that Reward, with which Providence ſhall recom- 


pence thy Work at the laſt great Day of Retribution, 
85 | A 2 r 
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And to thoſe in whoſe Minds the Principles of Rellaion have. 
taken deep Root, and whoſe Hearts are ſtrongly poſſeſſed (as all 
ought to be) with the Hopes of a future Life, no Arguments can 
be ſo prevailing as theſe ; and the Conduct which follows from 
them will always be more; ſteady and upiform, than any texaporal | 

. Confiderations can. produce. 

But at the ſame time it muſt be confeſſed, that with, regard to 
the generality of Mankind, this Influence is found to fall very 
ſhort in its Effects: Neither do They ſeem to have done the moſt: 
in extending it, who inſtead of endeavouring to direct the 
Affections and Appetites of . Human Nature, that they might 
cſerve the Purpoſes of Religion, have rather choſen to introduce 
Religion like an Enemy, that is to ſubdue and expel them; 
teaching Men, that their eternal Salvation, and. their temporal 
_ Proſperity, muſt be purſued through different and oppoſite Paths; 
One ſmooth and obvious; the Other rugged and obſcure. 
From hence it is, that our Duty, and our Intereſts have been 
ſet / at Variance ; and a Wall of Separation hath been raiſed, be- 
tween Thoſe who lay themſelves out for the Improvement of 
the Condition of their Fellow-Creatures in this World, and 
others, who are engaged in Works more immediately relating to 
the Service of Piety and Religion. They are apt to confider 
themſelves, as Perſons acting with different Views, and on 
different ciated, both carrying their- Opinion. and: Diſlike of 
each other to a dangerous and unjuſtifiable Extreme. Of One 
it is ſaid; that He /owweth only to his Fleſh, and is too attentive 
to the little tranſitory Intereſts of the preſent World. The 
Others are repreſented as idle, oſtentatious, and unprofitable: 
And they are liable beſides to the Imputation of all thoſe Faults, 
which have been too juſtly charged on many Pretenders to Re- 
ligion, whoſe Morality hath not kept Pace with their, Piety. 
Thus the Labours of many well-deſigning Perſons, by this un- 
natural and unnsekfffary Diviſion have loſt both their Efficacy, 
and Reward. i 
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It is one Purpoſt of this pious. and uſeful Undertaking in 
Support of which we are here met together, (as it hath been the 
Aim of alF the rational Friends of Religion and. of Mankind) to 
reconcile this. ſeeming Oppoſition ;:. to unite our temporal and 
eternal Intereſts; and to conſider the Rewards of another Life as 
being propoſed to us in the holy Scriptures, not to draw us off 
from our Duties and Dependencies, as Members of Society upon 
Earth, but to furniſh us with Patience and Perſeverance in acting 
up to what they require at our Hands; to ſupport us under Diſ— 
appointments and Diſcouragements, and to compenſate the Un- 
certainty, and at beſt the Slowneſs of Effects, that our wiſeſt 
and moſt active Endeavours can produce. 8 
It is this Uncertainty, or rather this Slowneſs of Effects, which 
ſeems to me to have been intended in the Words of my Text. 
Caſt thy. Bread upon the Waters, and thou ſhalt find it after many 
Days. And according to that Interpretation of them,. which. I 
I ſhall propoſe, they ſeem alſo to. contain a moſt rational and 
inſtructive Argument. The Word Bread is frequently uſed to 
ſignify the Corn, with which it is made, as in the 28th Chapter 
and the 5th Verſe of Job, As for the. Earth out of. it. cometh 
Bread. And by Waters are often meant watry Soils like thoſe 
in Egypt, made frunfal by the Overflowing of Rivers; on the 
Banks of which the firſt Habitations of Mankind were placed: 
And as from them were derived all the Arts of Culture, it is 
natural to believe, that the Images and Expreſſions relating to it 
might alſo be borrowed' from. them. It is plain. from ſeveral 
Paſſages in the Old Teſtament, what is meant by the Waters on 
which Corn is to be thrown. From. the 11th Chap. of Deut. 
and 1oth Verſe ; For the Land whither thou. goeft in to poſſeſs it, 
7s not ache Land of Egypt, from whence ye came out, where thou 
ſowedſt thy Seed, and wateredſt it with thy Foot. From the 324 
Chap. 2oth Ver. of IJſaiab, Blefſed are ye, that: ſow befide all 
Vaters. And on this Account, in the 23d Chap. 3d. Ver. of 
 Jfaiah, Te Seed of Sihor by Great Waters is called the Harveſt of 
the Rivers, and brought to expreſs the Abundance, the —

of that Mart of Nations, Zidon; Hence therefore the Phraſc 
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feerns probably to have been borrowed from Huſbandry, and to 
have been uſed only to introduce, and illuſtrate the following 
Verſe. | Give @ Portion to ſeven, and alſo to eight, for thou 

knoweft not what Evil ſhall be upon the Earth, The Senſe there. 
fore is, that, as by ufing the proper Means, inſtituted by Nature, 
and intruſting the Grain to a Soil fitted by Nature to receive it, 
we ſhall, in due Seaſon, receive the Increaſe appointed by Provi- | 
dence for the Reward of our Labour; fo, in like Manner, by 
the Exerciſe of Kindneſs and Mercy towards th Affliction, 
we ſhall, after many Days, bring back a large/ Proportion of 
Bleſſings to ourſelves, if we will wait with Patience for the 
Return. 

The Text then is an Exhortation to Charit ity in the fame Way 
of ſpeaking, that St. Paul in Gal. Chap. vi. Ver. 9. uſeth to 
encourage us to Patience and Perſeverance in every other Part of 
our Duty, Let us not be weary in Well-doing ; for in due Seaſon 
we ſhall reap, if we faint not. And from this Explanation of 1 it, 


1 ſhall obſerve, 


Firſt, That it is the Condition of human Nature to ſtruggle 


through Difficulties and Oppoſition ; and that every Deſign 


formed for Mankind to execute, reſembles the Seed in the Earth, 


both in the Hazards to which it is expoſed, and the Slownek, 


with which it wilt ripen to Perfection. And, 

Secondly, That as this Deſign which I am appointed to conſider 
is, perhaps, of all others in the moſt peculiar Manner ſubject to 
this Cone ition, it is by Patience and Perſeverance alone we can 
ever hope to accompliſh it. 

And, Fr, 

When we conſider Man himſelf, and bis flow Advancement 
through a long Infancy to any Degree of Perfection in the or- 
dinary Abilities belonging to his Nature, we ſhall leſs wonder to 
ſee all his other Undertakings in Circumſtances of ſo exact a 
Reſemblance. Even the — genuine Endowments of his * 
= the

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the very Strength and Activity of his Body muft be cultivated 


by long Habit and Practice, muſt paſs through a ſevere and 


tedious Diſcipline, before they become fit to anſwer the common 


Purpoſes which they were deſigned by Nature to perform. A 
great Proportion of the early Part of our Lives, and, (if we 
think that our Habits are to accompany us no farther than 
through the preſent Stage of our Exiſtence) more, ons than 


can be well accounted for, is employed in acquiring theſe ne- 


ceſſary Qualifications. They who take upon them the Care of 


our Education are ſuppoſed to have formed Rules from their own 
Experience, which they apply variouſly, to various Tempers and 
Diſpoſitions ; adapting their Culture to the Nature of the Soil, 


that they are to improve; to ſome uſing Mildneſs and Encourage- 


ment, to others Contradiction and Denial. And we cannot but 


remember, how unequal, how irkſome, how abſurd this Diſci- 
pline appeared to us, of which neither the Uſe nor the Neceſſity 


did then lye open to our Obſervation : And every Gratification 
that was with-held from us, every little Hardſhip that was im- 
| poſed upon us, it was imputed to 2 i peeviſh Humour of Parents, 
odr the unreaſonable Severity of Governours ; with juſt the fame 
Impatience (to obſerve by the Way the Uniformity of Nature 
throughout her whole Progreſs) as thoſe very Parents and Go- 


vernours were apt to complain of irregular Events, and incon- 


fiderately to cenſure the Wiſdom of Providence, rather than 


ſuſpect the leaſt Want of it in themſelves. 


But we now perceive the-Conſequences, which we faw riot 
in the Canfes that produced them. We now reap the Harveſt, 
and the Labour of the Tillage is overpaid. We may, for 
inſtance, trace the Health and Vigour of our Bodies, from the 
Amuſements, and Exerciſes of our Childhood: Submiſſion to 


Order, Laws, and Government, from an _—_ domeſtick Sub- 


ordination ; We may watch every Affection of our Mind in the 


whole Courſe and Progreſs they have taken, and fee which of 
them haye been moſt forwarded by Education, and which hath 


been checked in its Growth: We may look back and mark 


| Jaitice, 
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Juſtice, Temperance, Nane, F ortitude, Induſtry, and Cha- 


in ſome Periods almoſt loſt and 
forward with freſh and ſudden 
o exerciſe on unimportant” Occa- 
fions ; and aſſiſted or injur ccidents in Appearance wholly 
unrelated to them: We may Gbſerve the fouleſt Vices to have 

been nonriſhed, and to have grown inſenſibly from a weak and 
trifling Indulgence, and the moſt active we laſting Virtues to 
| have been produced, by, what we once thought, an unneceſſary 
Habit of Reſtraint. 

If then the Improvement of the very Faculties of the Mind 
requires ſo much Time and Application, and -muſt be attained 
by ſuch a Variety of remote, though connected Operations ; 
what Induſtry, what Patience muſt be neceſſary when we employ 
our Thoughts and Labour on Things entirely independent on 
ourſelves, which are entangled with Intereſts out of the Reach 
of our Power, or influenced by Paſſions leſs under our Govern- 
ment, even than our own | 

There are Difficultics enough in the Way, which, we bring 
into the World with us: But when theſe are increaſed by 
Cuſtom, and Education ; when Prejudices have taken ſuch deep 
Root, that the ordinary Methods of Improvement can have no 
Effect, the Toil muſt be ſtill greater to extirpate them, and the z 
Harveſt will of Courſe be retarded. | 

It is therefore the Duty of Mankind to uſe all the Means 
ordained by Providence, and diſcovered by Reaſon to carry on 
the great Deſign of their Creator *; To ſpread the 4 gt 
Seed as far as they are able, and God they may reſt aſſured, 1 
his due Time will not fail to give the Increaſe. 

And it is nb fmall Encouragement to thoſe. engaged in ſuch. 
Undertakings, as cannot be attended with immediate gucceſs, 
(as it is the beſt Satisfaction to all Objections brought againſt 
them from the Want of immediate Succeſs) to conſider in What | 
Manner, and in how ny Inſtances of our Lives we are 
1 . ſupported 


rity, in all their Stages, 
motionleſs; then ſpringin 
Vigour, frequently called fo

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| ſupported by the provident Care of thoſe who are gone before 
us, and enjoy the Fruits, which they enjoyed not, of their 


| Labours, How came We of theſe Nations into the Poſſeſſion 


of the beſt Government, and of the beſt Religion in the World? 


To whom are we indebted for the Eſtabliſhment of Laws, of 
Commerce, of Liberty, and all that is comprehended under 
publick and national Proſperity ? And in order to procure them, 
Low many Deſigns, may we not think, had been formed, how 
many Attempts made and defeated, and afterwards cenſured as 


raſh and deſperate ? How many rauſt have periſhed in the firſt 


Heat of their Undertakings, and how few lived, or could indeed 
hope to live till they ſhould ſee the full Accompliſhment of 
them? And we too, whether we intend it or not, are prompted 


by involuntary Inſtincts to buſy and amuſe ourſelves in carrying 
on ſome Deligns, which we know cannot ripen to Maturity, 


till we ceaſe from being in a Capacity of enjoying them. 
However we muſt not think that God hath: placed theſe 


Obſtacles, and Intricacies in our Way, with an Intention only to 


diſturb and perplex us : For it is in this, as in all other ſeeming 
Irregularities of his Conduct, that ſome gracious Purpoſe of his 


Providence will finally be anſwered by them. He could have 


made all ſmooth before us : And he could have created us good, 


wiſe, and upright : But as we are not placed in that Degree of 


Perfection (towards which we are yet by flow Steps advancing,) 
it is neceſſary that ſuch Conflicts ſhould ariſe, as will exerciſe our 


Hearts and Affections, and carry them to a ſecure State of Virtue, 
beyond the Danger of any future Deviations. And as the ſame 


Difficulties happened in the Courſe of our former Education, and as 
this Life is conſidered only as a Courſe of Education for another, 
the Wiſdom and Conſiſtency of Providence is thus far within our 
_ Comprehenſion. 


If then it is a Condition inſeparable from all human Un- 


dertakings, that they muſt make their Way through Diſcourage- 
ments and Diſappointments ; we mutt either give up every Hope 


of Improvement, and attempt nothing of Importance, or learn 


do

to ſubmit with Patienee to theſe unavoidable, though not unfore- 
ſeen Delays. 

For, the more important an Deſign is in its Nature ande Its 
Conſequences, the greater Perplexities will probably ſurround it; 
and the flower its Progreſs will be, when Man, and eſpecially 
when many Men united are to direct it. Different Tempers and 
Inclinations will always endeavour to take different Ways, 
though they ſhould be brought to agree in the main Point and 
End of their Tendency: And this will for a Time obſtruct the 
beſt concerted and beſt regulated Schemes. 

But the Providence of God, who raiſed this World from a 
State of Diſorder and Confuſion, can guide the very Unreaſon- 
ableneſs of Men, to Ends unthought of by them *, and make all 
things work together for Good in the Accompliſhment of the 
Purpoſes of his Mercy. 

Nay even in the great Diſpenſations of his Love to Mankind, 
where he hath granted a ſupernatural Aſſiſtance, and hath 
interpoſed by Miracles to give Evidence to the Manifeſtation of 


himſd; and though we know, + that the everlaſting Gepe! 


ſhall at Length be preached to every Nation; * and that the King=- WW 
doms of” this World ſhall become the Kingdoms of the Lord andif WM 
his Chrift, yet theſe Truths gain Ground but flowly, and have at 1 
ſome times ſeemed rather to be at a ſtand : We cannot therefore 
wonder, that Deſigns, which are only ſubſervient to that great 
Purpoſe, and have human Aſſiſtance alone to rely on, ſhould not 
be ſwifter in their Progreſs, nor lufhcrent on a their firl ſetting out 
to bear down all before them, 

No Religion ever ſtruggled. with fach Difficulties, or under- 
went ſuch terrible Perfecutions, as Chriſtianity 1 in its firſt Eſtabliſh- 
ment. It was not from want of Strength in God Almighty to 
Jupport what he deſigned ſhould be eſtabliſhed ; nor is it a Doubt 
*rom thence, that it was his Deſign to eſtabliſh it: But he left 
it to the natural Workings of the Underſtandings and Tempers 
of Men: And will at. laſt rages na the Work OE us, which 

cannot

cannot however be eaſily effected, when human moral Liberty 
is to be reſtrained and perfected ( though with the divine Grace 
| affiſting us yet) by human moral Means. 
© This Obſervation may be alſo made on the preparative Diſ- 


penſation, when God brought his People out of Bondage: Yet 


they wandered forty Years in the Wilderneſs, and were long 


| '  harraſſed in the Land of Canaan by their Enemies who oppoſed 


their Settlement, before they enjoyed the promiſed Reſt: For 
their own Wickedneſs delayed the Mercies intended for them by 
their Deliverer. 

Theſe Examples ſhould teach us both Reſignation, and Hope, 
and ſhould animate us ſteadily to perſevere in whatever Work 
we have begun in the Name of the Lord, Knowing that even 
in this World our Labour ſhall not be in vain ; and though the 
Benefits of it may be overlooked by a general and ſlight Obſer- 
vation, and by ſome Thought. to be loſt upon Earth ; we may 
comfort ourſelves, when we have done our Part to carry on the 
Purpoſes of Providence th rough n Ages, that we Hall 
in no wiſe loſe our Reward. 

Such then is the End of your preſent Undertaking, which, 
as I am in the SE cox Place to obſerve, is in the moſt peculiar 
Manner ſubje& to this Condition of Delay. 

And, if we conſider the various and united Oppoſition, to 


which it is naturally liable, we ſhall be thankful to divine 


Providence, that it hath taken any Root at all, rather than 
complain, that it flouriſhes but ſlowly. The Power of ſome 


and the Intereſts of others ; the Prejudices and Superſtitions, the 


blind Fondneſs of Parents ; the inveterate Obſtinacy of Idleneſs, 
and other evil Habits ; perhaps a ſecret Diſinclination of ſome 
among ourſelves ; and the unthinking Indifference of others 
with Regard. to it, do all meet and ee together, and muſt 
greatly retard its Succeſs. 

But to review them a little more diſtinctly. I need not 
obſerve that the Retreat which ſpread itſelf over we"

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with a ſudden and unuſual Progreſs, was left unf 
and made very little Impreſſion on the Natives; 
of whom did, as they do to this Day continũe Papiſts. As then 
they were not carried away by the firſt Torrent of Converſion, 
which being at that Time ſo general muſt have taken many 
with it, who knew not whither they were going, they were of 
- Courſe left to be brought over as they could be by the ſlow and 
ordinary Method of particular Inſtruction, The Times which 
followed upon this were ſo diſturbed, that much could not be 
expected : It was well, if the reformed Religion could maintain 
_ the Ground ſhe had gotten, without the leaſt proſpect in thoſe 
Circumſtances of extending her Poſſeſſions any farther : And it 
is not many Years, only from the late happy Settlement at the 
Revolution, that there could begin to be 9 any reaſonable 
Hope of enlarging them. | 

From that Time I will ſuppoſe nothing to win been outdiited ,: 
which (allowing for human Imperfection) could have been per- 
formed to that End: I will ſuppoſe no Want of Care and Dili- 
gence in the Clergy, and every Application (which the Nature of WW 
our Religion would admit) to have been made in order to the in- 
ſtructing * 7hojſe that have oppoſed themſelves, that God mi ger gre WW 
them Repentance to the Acknowledgment of the Truth. 

To thoſe who view the Effect only, this Suppoſition may ſeem 
perhaps to be too favourably made: But mueh will occur in Sup- 

rt of it, when we take into the Conſideration, that when Per- 
ſuaſion is to be oppoſed to Authority, and mild Arguments to ſe- 
vere Threatnings, the Combat in weak Minds muſt be very un- 
equal; and alſo the great Difficulty there is among theſe People 
to break their Family- connections, to overcome their Habits, 
their Prejudlices, their Superſtitions, and the ſtrongeſt of all Bar- 
riers, their Ignorance. 

And accordingly it has happened, that our Adverſaries have 
conſtantly defeated, and as we may N b ä and 
ſighted our Attempts. : J

Tt was from this melancholy Experience, and from a fincere 


Deſire in ſome worthy Perſons to bring this Country into a Ca- 


pacity of enjoying thoſe Advantages of which it is poſſeſſed, that 


this Society was erected ; calculated in proportion to the Oppor- 
tunities, and Encouragements it ſhould meet, to propagate the 


_ Proteſtant Religion among the lower Sort of People here, by a 
rational and hopeful Method: by taking the Children of Popiſh 


Parents, who would willingly intruſt them to our Care; and 
giving them an early Knowledge and Habit of Induſtry; ſhewing 
them the Way to temporal Proſperity, making them uſeful here 


both to: themſelves and to the Publick, and laying a ſolid Founda- 
tion on the true Principles of Chriſtianity for their eternal Happi- 


neſs hereafter. 


As there can be no Doubt that this Deſign, if properly ſup- 
ported and executed, would be attended with more than ordinary 
Succeſs; ſo it cannot but be foreſeen, that more than ordinary 
Pains will be employed on the other Side to counter-work its 


Effects, by thoſe who think they ſhall be injured by them. 
In a long Courſe of publick Peace and Tranquillity, Impreſſions 
of 3 Dangers are gradually weakened, till they are at laſt en-

the Experience. Some therefore amongſt us may not perhaps al- 
ways carry it in their Minds, how much is juſtly to be apprehend- 


ed from that Power, and from thoſe Artifices, of which, they 
who felt, and had almoſt periſhed in the laſt great Effort made 


by them, will never loſe the Remembrance. | 


The Popiſh Intereſt of this Kingdom was them of fo critical an 
Importance, as not only to endanger the Security of thoſe on 
whom we could alone depend for Protection, but greatly to affect 
all the Proteſtant Countries in Europe. It is needleſs to enumerate 
the Means that are {till fubſiſting to be employed by this buſy and 
active Spirit, nor the growing Motives there are to keep it alive.

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ely worn out; and ſucceeding Generations are not apt to inherit 
the Fears, and conſequently not the Caution of their Fathers with 
regard to thoſe particular Evils, of which themſelves have not had

creaſes, the Nefire among our Enemies of recovering a more va- 
luable Poſſeſſion than they loſt is not likely to abate : So that our 
Apprehenſions, or at leaſt our Precautions ought by no means to 
be laid aſide from any Appearance of preſent, or any Hope of 
future Proſperity. And the ſame with regard to our Religion; 
which if they obſerve to be gaining the leaſt Ground, by any new 

Deſign formed to extend it, they, who are not given to Deſpair, 
will proportion their Strength to the Occaſion, 
The chief remaining Hope that the Church of Rome hath of 
recovering this Country by any internal Means to her Commu. WW 
nion, is by keeping Multitudes here devoted to her by the Preju- WW 
dices and Terrors of Superſtition, who in a Time of foreim W 
Commotions, ſhall be ready to ſtart up at her Call, and miſtake MW 
Rebellion for Piety. How raſh ſuch an Attempt would be, or 
in the End how fatal to thoſe engaged in it, (as both by the Pro- 
. tection of Providence over a righteous Cauſe, and by the natural 
Means that we have within and near to us of Reſiſtance, we truſt 
it would prove) is not to the preſent Argument: For, that is the 
laſt Way, in which we ſhould hope to convince them of their 
Error. But great Pains are uſed to keep this Spirit from growing 
cold, and both Armies and Convents are continually open with a 
View to this particular Service. | 
Can we think then, that any Attempt of ours, and eſpecially, 
that one which ſeems to ſtrike at the root of all their Hopes, is 
unperceived by a People of ſo much Vigilance? Do we not know 
that great Sums of Money are every Year ſent hither, and ha- 
zarded by them in this Soil? That they do indeed caft their 
Bread upon the Waters, with an Induſtry and a Confidence, 
perhaps deſerving the Imitation of thoſe engaged in worthier La- 
bours ? Muſt we not think that their Prieſts have their particu- 
lar Inſtructions to watch this growing Oppoſition? And are not 
| They ſtrongly engaged by their own private Intereſt to ſuppreſs it? W 
| Will they not uſe all their Influence on the Minds of their People

For there have ariſen 
not unreaſonable Apprehenſions, that ſome Children, after having 
been entruſted to our Care, and received the Benefit of an early 
Inſtruction, have found Means to go back to their Parents, and, 
(as it muſt naturally happen before Principles were confirmed by 
Practice) have return'd alſo to their native Barbarity. But this I 
can mention with greater Pleaſure, as it hath already fallen under 

the Obſervation of the Society: And a wiſe and effectual Remedy 
ſeems to have been provided for it, by removing the Children to 
Schools at a Diſtance from their Parents and Relations, by which 
all Intercourſe 1s prevented : properly, tranſplanting them out of 
the Reach of the bad Influence under which they were born, till 
they are grown up beyond the Danger of being injured by it. 

This Method hath been already purſued in ſome Inſtances, and 

the Wiſdom of it is juſtified by the Succeſs. | 

The Diſcouragements then which are in your Way, thoſe at 
leaſt, which I have been able to point out to you, ariſe princi- 
pally from the buſy Zeal of your Adverſaries, and from the per- 

_ verſe Ignorance of thoſe, whom you are labouring to ſerve. 
And it were well if you had no other Difficulties to ſtruggle

As to the former, no leſs was to be expected from them, and 
you may draw this Comfort from it; that the more diligent they 
are in ſubverting the Foundations that you are laying, the more 
manifeſtly doth the Importance of your Deſign appear. It 
cannot receive ſo juſt and impartial a Commendation, as from 

their Induſtry ſhewn in oppoſing it. And with regard to the 
latter, though I believe that few among them who are grown ſtiff 
in their Errors are ever ſincerely converted, as their Minds are 
ſeldom prepared to receive any rational Information; yet, I

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know, that many of them are faſter bound by the Ties of Re- 
lation, or Friendſhip, or Neighbourhood, and the Apprehenſions 
of the Diſgrace uſually annexed to the falling off from thoſe De- 
pendencics, than they are by the.real Force of any Opinions; any 
Doctrines, or Authority. They may therefore be, as they daily 
are, prevailed on though not to change their own Profeſſion, yet 
to give their Children to be educated in Sobriety, Induſtry, and 
Righteouſneſs, and according to the Courſe of the Laws of their 
Country. Examples of thote who have ventured with Succeſs 
into this new Road will be every Day more frequent, and invite 
others to follow them, and will gradually ſubdue that Averſion, 
which in its full Force and Strength, though it proves the Neceſ- 
fity of carrying on this Undertaking, muſt yet appear almoſt ſuf- 
ficient to defeat it. | Ee 
TI muſt add one more Obſervation, that as this Work hath no- 
thing to help it forward, hut private and voldntary Contributions, 
its Motions can only be proportioned to the Aſſiſtance it receives. 
But in this, as in natural Operations, where ſufficient Weight is 
wanting, Time alone can ſupply the Defect.

INTRODUCTION. 


HE Purpoſes for which the Society have been incorpo- 
rated, are ſo clearly ſet forth in the Abſtract of their 
Charter, and the Ae both to Great Britain 
and Treland, of promoting the Deſign, are now ſo well 


underſtood, that there is little Occaſion to explain or recommend 


it. There ſhould ſeem to be the leſs need of the latter at pre- 


ſent, as an uncommon Spirit of Charity has been exerted for 


the two laſt Years through both Kingdoms: And yet the Diffi- 


culties which this nai Diſpoſition, and the particular Occa- 
 fions of it, have created to the Society, oblige them to be more 

ſollicitous in their Applications, and to lay before their generous 
Benefactors the preſſing Neceſſities they are under. 


Ta von Fanny of on two preceding Years it is owing, that 


the extraordinary Expence of ſupporting the ſeveral Schools has 


amounted to upwar of fix hundred Pounds; and to the ſame 
Calamity, that the Charities of the well-diſpoſed have been di- 


verted into other Channels. What has therefore increaſed the

Demand upon the Society, has at the ſame time been a Means of 


preventing a proportionate Supply. This will account for the 
great Ballance due, at the laſt Audit, to his Grace the Lord Pri- 
mate their Trealurer.
